I'enner and his p.utf twelve months in 
Ottirc. As a paroxism of expiring pow­ 
er it Was to be expcctcd, und our con­ 
tempt is converted inlo pity.

rcfjuiring thc possesion oi tandvd pro­ 
perty lo constilute u volrr, has ever hi en 
pronouncetl one of the best in the siaiute 
book. It has even been a theme ol the 
ingiiest aulogy abroad.
